Cspt. Philip G. Morgart, one of thf 


moit prominent citizens of the county, 
died at his home in Everett yesterd&y 
morning at 3 o'ckck, at the age of 75 
years, nine, months and 17 days. 


Mr. Morgurt was the son of Baltz'r 


and Anna Morgart and was born in 
West Providence township on Novem- 
ber 30, 1827. 
On October 2, 1851, ho 


was married to Miss 
Mary State?, 


daughter of William acd Anna States, 
ol Everett. Shortly after thc-ir mar- 
riage he had charge of a dry goods 
•tore in Everett and was also engaged 
in the stock business at the same timo. 
In 1356 he built the United States Hotel 
at that place and was proprietor of the 
hotel until the breaking out of tha 
eivil war. Just previous to that con- 
flict he was captain of the "Bloody Run 
Blue*" and afterward major of the 
Bedford County Battalion, of the Uni- 
formed Militia, which mustered at E?- 
trttt, then Bloody Run. About seven- 
teen year* ago he moved to LancsH r 
and while there was engaged as a stock 
dealer, afterward removing to Everett, 
wh*rt he resided ever since. 


In 187«-'75 he held the office of county 


tjeawrer and in 1835 wa* a candidate 
for ahertff on the Democratic ticket, 
but wa* not elected. Two years ago 
Capt. and Mr*. Morgart celebrated 
the fOthannlveriary of their marriage. 


The deceased wa* the father of eleven 


thlldren, *even of whom survive, name- 
ly, Mr*. John Howard, Mrs. Harry E 
ttoldimith and B. F. Morgart, of Ev- 
erttt; William C. Morgart, of Johns- 
town; T. M. Morgart, of Lancaster; 
Harry C. Morgart, of Windber, and 
Mr*. George Frederick, of Haddonfield, 
N. J. He i* also survived by his wife 
MdtwoiUter*, Mrs. J. H. Steckman, 
of LaneMter, and Mrs. Simon States, 
ef Windber. 


Th*> funeral »ervices will be held to- 


inofrow afternoon at two o'clock and 
will b« conducted by Rev. F. I. Sig- 
nrand, pastor of the Baptist church at 
Everett. The deceased was a member 
of that congregation. 


Philip G Morgart was very popular; 


he wa* broad-minded, genial and big- 
hearted. He was an active, loyal and 
influential Democrat and was alwajs 
looked upon a* a "wheel-horse" of that 
party. A multitude of friends sincere- 
ly mourn hi* death.

The body 


wa* brought to Somerset on Friday. 
Tbe deceased was bora at Schellsburg 
on September 14, 1SSS 
He obtained a 


rudimentary education in the schools 
of Bedford and Somerset counties and 
completed his education at Bethany 
ealhge, Bethany, W. Va. 
He read 


law in the office of the late Hon. Jere 
miah S. Black and was admitted to the 
Somerset Bar on August 31, 1347. A 
year or two afterward he formed a 
pirtnership with the late W. H. Postle- 
thwait and later became associated 
with W. H. Koontz. Besides attending 
to hii professional duties, he was at 
different periods engaged in general 
merchandising, the 
drug business, 


farming and banking. 
He was fre- 


quently honored with election to va- 
rious bDrough offices and served as prc- 
thonotary and clerk of the various 
courts of Somerset county one term 
—1879 to 1331. 


At the time of his death he was the 


oldest member of the Somerset Bar (in 
point of admission) and appropriate 
reaolation* on his death were passed 
by the Bar association at a meeting 
held In the law library Saturday morn- 
Ing. In 1843 he was married to Kose 
Stewart, adaughterof the,late Andrew 
Stewart, a prominent resident of Som- 
•net. Mr*. Sehell died about 14 years 
ago. 
Three children survive him— 


Ifr*. M. M. Cochran, of Uniontown; 
Mr*. John F. Nichol, of Somerset, and 
Prof. H. S Schell, of Irvington, Ind. 
Funeral services were held Saturday 
afternoon by Rev. Peter Vcgel and W. 
L. FUher, of the Somerset Christian 
church, of which denomination the de- 
eeued had been a faithful and consist- 
ent member for many years. The mem- 
ber* of the Somerset Bar association 
attended the funeral in a body. 


Wet Weather AllVotB Grain-I>amaRe to 


Wheat I" the Want. 


WASHIXCITOX, 
Sep'embnr 15 —The 


weather bureau's weekly summary of 
crop conditions is as follows: The week 
ending Swtembir 14 was excessively 
wet in ttiB Missouri and Upper Missis- 
sippi valleys and upper lake region, 
while drou?ht 
conditions over the 


greater part of the southern states and 
Ohio valley have become more serious. 
The temperature conditions in the cen- 
tral valleys and Atlantic coast dis- 
tricts were highly favorable, but ab- 
normally cool weather prevailed in 
the central and n.-.rtbern Rocky moun- 
tain districts and upper Missouri val- 
ley, where thermomater readings rang- 
ing from two to six degrees b^low 
frtrz'ng were r'CDrded on the 13th and 
14 .h, '.vit'u frosts, more or less damsg- 
i-,g Dsma^-insr frosts also occurred in 
the ni r'.hern portions of New York and 
New Kagland. The tropical hurricane 
which crossed the lower Florida pen- 
insula on the llth and 12th was ac- 
companied by torrential 
rains and 


winds of destructive violence. In Cal- 
ifornia the conditions were very favor- 
able, but cool, wet weather in Wash- 
ington and Oregon delayed work and 
caused some injury to grain unsacked 
and in shock. 


Except in Iowa, northern Missouri 


a-d eastern Nebraska, where excessive 
moisture has prevented rapid ripening, 
the corn crop has made satisfactory 
progress, the bulk of the early planted 
over the southern portion of the belt 
being practically safe from frost. In 
Iowa, northern Missouri and eastern 
Nebraska the advance has been very 
slow and the hulk of the crop over the 
northern portion of the corn belt will 
require from two to three weeks of 
ripening weather. The northwest por- 
tion of the corn b^lt has bsen threat- 
ened with damage from recent cold, 
the freezing temperatures occurring in 
thenorthern Reeky mountain districts, 
having extended as far eastward as the 
western portions of the Dakotas and 
northwest Nebraska on the H'.h and 
15th, 
but with the exception of the 


Dakotas, no serious injuryhas resulted 
and the atmospheric conditions now 
indicate that the lowest temperatures 
of the present cold spell in the ex- 
treme northeast have been reached. 


Further delay in threshing of spring 


wheat in the spring wheat region east 
of the Rocky mountains has resulted 
from excessive rains, and there has 
been considerable damage to wheat in 
stack and shock. Delay in threshing 
and injury to grain are also re- 
ported from Washington, Oregon and 
Idaho. 


Further deterioration in the condi- 


tion of cotton is very generally report- 
ed throughout the cotton belt. Shed- 
ding and rusb are extensive and quite 
general complaints of premature open- 
ing are received from the central and 
eastern districts. The greater part of 
the cotton belt is now suffering from 
drought and boll worms are destructive 
in localities 
Boll weevils continue to 


destroy nearly all new forms in the 
southwestern, central and eastern por- 
tions of the cotton area in Texas. Cot 
tnn is npr.TiiTicr fa^t. in all Hicfri^t.a nnrl 
picking is progressing rapidly. 


Tobacco harvest has made favorable 


progress, except in Wisconsin, where 
it has been d;layed by rains. In Ken- 
tucky considerable is being cut green 
on account of drought, la Tennessee 
late tobicco is in need of rain. 


Complaints of p.-ematurc dropping 


of apples are extensive and the genera) 
outlook for this fruit is not improved, 
although in some districts a good yield 
is promised, the most favorable report1; 
being received frum southern Kanss?, 
Icrva and portions of the Middln At- 
lantic states. Blight and rot In pota- 
toes in the nortbern districts eastward 
of the Mississippi valley are wide- 
spread, causing a marked decline in 
the condition of this crop. Plowing 
and fall seeding have made favorable 
progress, except in the lower M'ssissip- 
pi valley and southern states, where 
the soil is too dry.

Oklahoma produces in largo quanti- 


ties cotton, corn and wheat and it is 
her boast that no other state or terri- 
tory in the Union can furnish a soil 
that can grow these important crops 
equally well. 


Oklahoma's building on the plateau 


of states occupies an avantageous po- 
sition between the New York and Col- 
orado state buildings. 
The corner- 


stone was laid with appropriate cere- 
monies during the dedication ceremo- 
nies of the exposition on May 2. Gov- 
ernor Ferguson and his staff and many 
prominent citizens from Oklahoma 
participated, 


The building is 72 feet square and 


two stories high. It is a combination 
of the Spanish and Moorish architect- 
ure. 
The main entrance on the south 


is reached by passing beneath seven 
arches supported by 
six pillars of 


granite and marble quarried in Okla- 
homa. A flight of broad granite steps 
leads up to a porch, the entire length 
of the building and fifteen feet deep 
The porch on the second floor is of the 
sama size, but is more enclosed. The 
building is of wood, the exterior and 
interior walls being plastered with Ok- 
lahoma cement. Thereof is of red tile 
and in front the expanse is relieved with 
an attic feature. The interior is richly 
finished in the natural woods of the 
territory, highly polished. The house 
will contain reception rooms and rooms 
for the governor and for members of 
the commission.

church and were conducted by the 
psstor, Rev. Richard Hinkle. 
The 


dead soldier was buried in the Everett 
cemetery with the honors of war. 
Thirty-four members of Company A, 
Huntingdon, and the G. A R post of 
Everett participated in the ceremonies. 


Thomas Edmund Baird was killed 


while at breakfast September 23, 1901. 
at Sitnar, Philippine islands. Ha was 
a corporal of Company C. 9th Infantry 
of the regular army. He was the old- 
est child of Urbanus and Mazy Baird 
and was born in West Providence 
township on November 10, 1S77. He 
left home about six years ago and 
when the Spanish war broke out, en- 
listed in the Twenty-third Infantry 
and was sent to Manila.

TIRED (HIVING, 


George Robinson Tries to Commit 


Suicide, 


W A S I N T R O U B L E . 


That Is the Only Reason He GlvegforHls 


Aot-lle Served la the Philip- 


pines. 


At Coaldale between nine and ten 


o'clock Tuesday night George Robin- 
son, a colored man, attempted to com- 
mit suicide by shooting himself. One 
bullet entered his left breast and pass- 
ed through his body. Robinson then 
held the revolver against his head and 
pulled the trigger four times, bat none 
of the cartridges exploded. His rash 
act attracted a crowd of people, among 
them Constable William H.Rodgers, 
who had the wounded man removed to 
Dr. D. W. Davis' office, in front of 
which Robinson was at the time he 
shot himself, and the physician dressed 
the wound, which, it is believed, is not 
serious. 


The pistol used by Robinson is a 32- 


calibre Iver-Johnson. With the same 
weapon, about a year ago, he tried to 
kill his brother Ed during a quarrel 
while they were in Hopewell, but al- 
though he snapped the pistol twice, it 
did not go off, and then his brother 
gave him a good drubbing. 


Robinson is a son of Mr, and Mrs. 


Noble Robinson, of Liberty township. 
He is about 23 years old, big, strong 
and good looking, with a fair com- 
plexion, and often passes for a white 
man. He is a half-uncle of George 
Robinson, who is in jail awaiting trial 
on several charges. During the Span- 
ish-American war he aarved in the 
United States army in the Philippines. 
He married a white woman in Ohio, a 
sister of his brother Ed's wife. After 
he was discharged from the army he 
returned to his parents' home in Liber- 
ty township and about a year ago 
moved to Broad Top township, where 
he has since been employed as a miner. 
Some time ago his wife discovered that 
he was a negro and left him, returning 
to her family. 
The only reason Robin- 


son gave for being weary of life was 
that he was in "trouble." It is thought 
that the desertion of his wife caused 
him to seek solace in the grave. 


Wednesday morning Constable Rocjg- 


ers made information before 'Squire 
John E. Shuke, charging Robinson 
with attempting to kill himself. The 
justice issued a warrant and in the 
evening Constable Rodgers and Police 
man John Mott, of Coaldale borough, 
brought Robinson to Bedford and turn- 
ed him over to Sheriff Cogan. , 


Yesterday morning he seemed to be 


as happy as a lark and was singing B 
merry song when the sheriff visited 
him in his cell. He said he was feel- 
ing better, but would not talk about 
his attempt to commit suicide.

Whenever they were 
hungry they always found plenty of 
bread in bank, done to a turn and 
ready for use; wasted, it was bully, 
and as hash it was fully equal to Bos- 
ton baked beans. The powers given 
to the officers of the society for the 
prevention of adulteration in food by 
the house of representatives were both 
summary and drastic; where they have 
good reason to suspect a violation of 
the law, they are authorized to break 
through doors and windows, thus an- 
nulling that 
staunch old English 


proverb, "An Englishman's house is 
his castle." 


It is not at all a pleasant thing to 


know that all the fine packages put up 
by various companies, so beautiful to 
look at and hacked by the highest 
medical endorsements, are frauds and 
nothing but frauds 
from turret to 


foundation. We begin with a baby's 
bottle, which is recommended as the 
fountain of life instead of the natural 
fountain 
of our grandmothers and 


great grandmothers, 
on which we 


planted the pillars of long life and 
health. 
The substitutes which are 


placed upon the market for condensed 
milk, which are embalmed to give 
them preservation after death, will 
never be taken as a substitute for the 
good old "Muley Cow," which was the 
dream of our childhood. 
A certain 


amount of chalk or cornstarch may 
not be exactly a death warrant, but 
when we pay for milk we want milk 
and when we desire chalk we will pay 
for ebalk.
